W orkingm en W h ile D ig g in g a Sew er. 
While laborers were engaged in dig­ 
ging a sewer in one of the principal 
streets of Ticonderoga, N. Y., recently, 
they struck a tombstone. 
Ac the bot­ 
tom of it was found a coffin containing 
the bones of a human being. The stone 
was washed off and found to contain 
the inscription and date of the death 
of Lord Howe. 
The skull was intact, 
but the rest of the bones were disjointed 
and considerably decayed. 
As soon as 
it had been learned about the village 
an immense crowd of people assembled 
and many persons made desperate ef­ 
forts to procure pieces of the bones. 
The coffin, which was of oak, was in a 
fairly good state of preservation, and 
several years ago the street where the 
remains were found was filled in several 
feet, which accounts for the depth of 
the tombstone’s location. The remains 
will probably be reinterred at once in 
the village cemetery. 
There is con­ 
siderable excitement here over the dis­ 
covery. 
Lord Howe, or George Au­ 
gustus Howe, was born in England in 
1724 and was shot dead in the battle at 
Ticonderoga July 8, 1758. 
He entered 
the army at a very early ago, soon rose 
to distinction, and in 1757 was sent to 
this country in command of the Six 
tieth regiment. 
July 6, 1758, under 
Commander-in-Chief 
Jam es Amber 
crombie, he 
landed at the outlet of 
Lake George. 
Coming suddenly upon 
the French forces two days later at 
Fort Ticonderoga ho fell at tho head of 
his corps in the ensuing skirmish.

T he P rop er A m ou n t to

The London Queen gives this inter­ 
esting information: 
Questions are fre­ 
quently reaching us respecting the fees 
to be given to domestics by visitors at 
country houses; it is especially young 
ladies who wish to know this. 
They 
are not expected to give to any one ex­ 
cept the head housemaid, 
and 
the 
amount to be given is regulated by the 
length of the visit. For a week, 2s 6d.; 
for a fortnight, 5s, and 10s for a visit 
of even five weeks is considered quite 
sufficient, and a young lady is not ex­ 
pected to fee any of the men servants. 
In the case of a married couple, if the 
husband does not bring a man servant 
with him, he has to fee the man who 
valets him, whether it is tho butler or 
footman, and this varies from 5sto 109. 
Tho wife fees the housemaid 5s for a 
few days’ visit. 
Fees to coachmen are 
seldom given by ladies, and it is quite 
optional that men give in 
this direc­ 
tion; it is simply a question of liberal­ 
ity rather than of fixed tariff. 
When 
a daughter visits with her father and 
mother or with a widowed mother, the 
mother gives the fee to the housemaid, 
not the daughter, and would increase it 
accordingly. 
When a lady floes not 
take a maid with her and has to rely 
on the assistance of the housemaid in 
the m atter of dressing and packing, 
she naturally increases tho fee to 5s: 
but most ladies who travel without a 
maid learn to do everything for them­ 
selves. 


W a s h in g to n , M arch 15.—Among the 
bills reported 
from committees and 
placed on the Senate calendar were the 
following: 
Appropriating 875,000 for a 
public building at Aurora, 111.; for a 
railroad bridge across the Mississippi 
river at South St. Paul; authorizing the 
counties 
of 
Hennepin 
and Dakota, 
Minnesota, to build two bridges across 
the Mississippi river; to amend the act 
for a bride across Grail creek, Michigan 
City, Ind.; authorizing the construction 
of a bridge across the St. Louis river be­ 
tween Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
Tho House amendment to the Senate 
bill to ainond tho charter of the electric 
street railway company of the D istrict 
of Columbia was amended so as to pro­ 
vide that the right of the company to 
erect or use overhead wires within the 
D istrict of Columbia shall absolutely 
cease and term inate on July I, 1893. 
Tho House amcndmen as thus amended 
was then agreed to. 
The Blair educational bill was then 
taken up as the “ unfinished business.” 
and Mr. Teller addressed tho Senate in 
support of it. 
Referring to reconstruc­ 
tion measures he declared that ho had 
been one of those who had advocated 
the extension of suffrage to the colored 
people, and he had no apologies to make 
for it; nor was he willing to adm it—on 
tho contrary, he denied—that it was a 
mistake or a blunder. 
It had always 
been a fundamental principle with him 
that all men in a country must stand on 
the same political plane if there was to 
be harmony and a homeogeneous condi­ 
tion of affairs. Ile admitted to tho full­ 
est extent the difficulties that surround­ 
ed the question. 
Mr. Teller admitted the difficulty of 
tho two races, inharmonious, non-ho:no- 
geneous, 
living together in equality, 
but he did not admit that the problem 
was so great as th at it might not be 
solved, because if he did he should des­ 
pair of the Republic. 
If the Southern 
people and the negroes could not live 
together in a stato of political equality 
and political harmony there was an end 
of Republican government in one-third 
at least of the United States. 
He had 
no key to the solution of the problem, 
but ho believed, as Mr. George had said 
the other day, that education might in 
some respect help to solve it. 
There­ 
fore he had steadily on all occasions 
voted for the pending bill and for any 
measure that might help to solve the 
question. 
It was not a political question in the 
sense of a party question, but it was the 
greatest political question, in the propor 
sense of the word, ever presented for 
consideration. 
If the colored 
people 
were educated the chances would be 
better that the races would live together 
on better terms. 
Where thoro was 
community steeped in ignorance there 
was a community steeped in crime. 
Mr. George said ho arose with much 
pleasure to acltnow’cdge the good tem­ 
per and good feeling manifested by Mr. 
Teller. 
If all Senators,on both sides of 
the chamber, were to bring to the solu­ 
tion of the question, if solution were 
possible, the charity and kindness and 
good feeling exhibited by the Senator 
from Colorado a good deal of the trouble 
would be removed. 
Ho thought it right 
to say so much without committing him­ 
self to an admission of the correctness of 
several of the propositions which the 
Senator's judgm ent had d ic ta te to him 
to make. 
Mr. 
Cullom 
presented 
resolutions 
relative to the death, March 9, 1889, of 
Representative Townshend of Illinois, 
declaring that the Senate shared 
with 
the House in its expression of sorrow 
and directing copies of tho resolutions 
to bo forwarded to the family of the 
deceased. 
He pronounced an culogiunt 
on the dead member, saying th at he 
hail ever been found faithful in all the 
relations of life.

A L etter from th e Explorer Intim ating 
th a t Hie W ork Is Done. 
S t. J o h n sb u r y , Vt., March 15.—T h e 
“Caledonian” publishes the

extracts from a letter written by Henrv 
M. Stanley to a St. Johnsbury friend, 
r dated Cairo, February 14: 
“ The end crowns the work. 
Did I say 
December IO, 1886? 
I say it again this 
date of 1890. 
I have brought exiles 
back to their homes. 
I have re-united 
parted families. I have rescued those whc 
were in sore straits. 
I have brought the 
young and aged and placed them in their 
loved land of Egypt. I have brought the 
beleaguered Governor out of his threat­ 
ened bondage. 
Wherefore, as 
these 
were tho aims of the work and they 
have been accomplished, I say ‘The end 
crowns the work.’ 
True I am blanched 
and white, but what m atters it? I have 
naught to regret and if any mission of 
like nature presented itself I should still 
wish to do it. 
For, whether hero or 
there, life stays not but rushes on apace, 
and mon must work and strive; but let 
us do it bravely and fitly with all our 
strength.” 


M ore Stories o f Siberian Barbarity. 
B e r lin , March 15.—Reliable advices 
from Tomsk, Siberia, the central depot 
for the Siberian prisoners, have been 
received here. 
The prison at that place 
is capable of accommodating 490 healthy 
and 275 sick exiles, but the statistics 
from 1884 show that several thousand 
waro detained there each year and that 
thoro was an enormous mortality from 
fever, many beds being made in the 
open air, though the weather was in­ 
tensely cold. 


Bismarck W ants th e Clericals* Help. 
B e r lin , March 15.—It is stated that 
in the course of an interview between 
Prince Bismarck and Dr. W indthorst the 
Chancellor asked tho Clerical leader to 
support the government in the Reich­ 
stag.

POSTAL 
TKLEURAPH 
SCHEME. 


A Syndicate Subm its a Proposition to th e 
H ouse C om m ittee. 
W a s h in g to n , March 15.—A new prop­ 
osition in connection with tne proposed 
establishm ent of a government postal 
telegraph system was made to the House 
committee on postoftices by J. M. Sey­ 
mour, a member of tho New York Stock 
Exchange. 
Mr. Seymour stated that he 
represented a number of well-known 
capitalists who were willing to build 
lines and maintain a postal telegraph 
system under government supervision 
in accordance with the provisions of tha 
Postm aster-!ieneral’s bill or to operate 
on a uniform 25-eent rate. 
They hoped to make the undertaking 
a success by the Patten multiplex sys­ 
tem. which has been in operation in 
New York and Philadelphia for six 
months. 
The 
syndicate proposed to 
build and m aintain the lines, furnish 
operators, power and 
stationery and

to

In constructing 
lines over all postal roads.

An Englishman Nearly Hangs Himself In 
Reality. 
Two remarkable examples are on 
record of persons who allowed them­ 
selves to be hung for the amusement 
of an audience. 
An account of one of 
them is given in the London Lancet of 
April 17, 1874. 
The man’s real name 
was John Harnshaw, blithe performed 
throughout England under the high- 
sounding name of M. Goutfe. 
He was 
an athlete, and among other feats it 
was customary with him to exhibit the 
process of hanging. 
In this perform­ 
ance he relied for security on the 
strength of the muscles of the throat 
and neck alone. 
He had a rope with 
a fixed knot that would not slip, and 
passed both ends of the loop up be­ 
hind one ear. 
The whole act was so adroitly man­ 
aged that he prevented any pressure of 
the rope upon tho windpipe or jugu­ 
lar vein, and could even sustain the 
weight of 120 pounds in addition to 
that of his owm body. 
On three sepa­ 
rate occasions Harnshaw mismanaged 
the rope and become unconscious, but 
was, luckily, rescued each time. 
Dr. 
Chowne, who writes the account, says 
truly: It can not be doubted that as 
far as sensation and consciousness are 
concerned Harnshaw passed through 
the whole ordeal of dying; and had he 
been 
permitted to remain hanging 
until actually dead he would have 
passed out of existence without further 
knowledge of misery. 
Harnshawr said, 
not with particular reference to either 
of the accidents, but in speaking of his 
performances collectively, 
that 
he 
could recollect nothing which hap­ 
pened to him after the rope tightened, 
and that he lost his senses all at once. 
The moment the rope got in the 
wrong place he felt the change, and 
could not breathe; felt as if he would 
like to loosen 
himself 
but never 
thought of using his hands. 
He ex­ 
perienced the heaviness of legs and 
arms mentioned by men who have 
been half hung and then 
rescued, 
and heard the 
ratling sound in his 
ears, but never saw sparks of light, 
which are tho usual phenomena. 


Self-Judgment. 
I heard the other day of a habit 
peculiar to a certain merchant hero in 
Boston which strikes me as being par­ 
ticularly wise and probable, 
says 
Taverner in 
Boston Post. 
Every 
night on his return home, either just 
before dinner or immediately after­ 
ward, he sits down and spends from ten 
minutes to half an hour in thinking 
over the events of the day. 
Consider­ 
ing in the solitude and silence of his 
library thg various transactions in 
which he has taken part, he concludes 
in what respect he has done wisely, in 
what foolishly, and draws an appropri­ 
ate lesson for the future. 
All 
the 
hasty acts which he has committed 
during the preceding hours are passed 
in impartial review. 
He inquires of 
himself, candidly, where he did not 
treat tho bookkeeper 
with justice, 
and whether the epithet that he ad­ 
dressed to Patrick, his coachman, was 
a deserved rebuke or merely an ebulli­ 
tion of ill-temper, for which somo re­ 
paration ought to be made. 
In fine, 
this wise merchant sits in judgment 
upon himself every twenty-four hours, 
casting up not only a financial but a 
moral account, taking stock both of his 
business ventures and of the duty that 
he owes to his fellow man. 
I doubt 
that we should all he better, happier, 
certainly wiser, and probably richer, 
if we did likewise. 


Hawks and Trains. 
The promptness with which birds 
take advantage of various appliances 
of modern civilization is a strong argu­ 
ment in favor of the doctrine that 
animal intelligence is 
not different 
from humau intelligence in kind, but 
only in degree. 
According to one of our exchanges.

has noticed that hawks of the merlin, 
or “stone falcon,” species make regu­ 
lar use of the passing of trains.

Leaving Janesville, 
Mr. Coe took charge of a parish at 
Blooming!jn, Illinois, then at Dixon, 
Wilmington, Cairo. Peons, and Danville, 
at which place he died. 
Mr. Coe was born May lOtb, 1815, ed­ 
ucated at Union college, Schenectady, 
New York, and was ordained in early 
manhood, spending several years in ithe 
mini-dry in the east. He was a man who 
inspired respect in Biland to whom all 
did rev. re nor. He was a member of the 
Matcuio fraternity. He was a noble, 
pure, dignified, affectionate, 
learned, 
christian gentleman with whom to asso­ 
ciate war a p!> aenre and moral power. 
Hi? life was useful aud wholesome, bis 
appearance epostt lie, his heart large and 
purified by the fires cf the altar of 
prayt r. 
While he made no pretentions 
to bt ing a poet, yet he bad a poetic soul 
atich feasted daily and nightly on the 
beauties of nsture, and often he ex­ 
pressed i small measure of his feeling in 
poetic Hoes. The following was written 
by him and is appropriate for this occa­ 
sion :
